Motorists who suspect that their 
headlights are not functioning to 
their full ability 
should bear in 
mind 
that

marks on the bulbs

few persons consider this impor­ 
tant fact of the thum b print when 
replacing

headlight 
bulbs

to understand why finger marks on
